Health is the state of well-being that prevails when all the 
body processes, physical, mental and emotional, are working 
together harmoniously so that one can meet the demands of life 
capably and serenely. 

It is the responsibility of each citizen to protect the health of 
their own family group, and to contribute to the promotion of 
healthier and more wholesome conditions in the community in 
which they live. 


During the past year the following health services have been 
made available in your community. Three Child Health Confer- 
ences were held with a total attendance of 63. Physical exam- 
inations were given, and immunizations against diphtheria, 
whooping cough, tetanus and polio were offered. 

Three polio clinics were held in the schools with a total of 
201 polio vaccinations being given. 

During December audiometer testing was done in the schools, 
a total of 20 tests were given with the individual Maico Ma- 
chine. More tests will be given as the audiometer is available. 


Home visiting has been continued on a Health Supervision 
basis, to all age groups. Services of the Crippled Children, Car- 
diac and Pediatric clinics have been available to children in 
your community. This year a new clinic for Mentally retarded 
Pre-school Children was added to the services. This clinic pro- 
vides for diagnosis and evaluation of the child’s physical and 
mental conditions, so that constructive plans for their future 
may be made. Broadly speaking it is the birthright of every 
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child to be given the opportunity to develop his capabilites to 
the utmost. 

Your public health nurse is always pleased to participate in 
any health program which your town may wish to sponsor. It 
has been a pleasure working with all those who gave so gener- 
ously of their time and services helping with the program during

The Sinclair Act is now law and will have a tremendous in- 
fluence on the education of boys and girls in Maine and par- 
ticularly in Burnham. Last year because we did not maintain 
a minimum program of education for our boys and girls the 
Town of Burnham lost $2,376 in State Aid. Your School Com- 
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mittee has voted to correct this situation by adding a new class- 
room and another teacher at the village school. 

I have proposed many times that the children be transported 
between schools so that each teacher would have only two 
grades in a classroom. This action would require a minimum 
expenditure and would result, I am sure, in a far superior pro- 
gram of education. Bae 

No doubt many of you have followed the progress of the 
group of ‘Towns in Waldo County who are forming a School 
Administrative District under the provisions of the Sinclair Act. 
These towns will receive a 10% increase in State Subsidy and 
in addition will receive State Aid for the construction of school 
buildings. In their case the State will pay 58% of the costs of 
all new construction needed. I would suggest that the citizens 
of Burnham consider joining such a district as a means of 
providing a better educational program and as a means of get- 
ting greater financial aid from the State for the support of edu- 
cation. 

Without a doubt School Union No. 65 will not exist after 
July 1, 1958. Your town will be assigned by the Commissioner 
of Education to another group of towns for the purposes of 
school supervision. 

There are 21 high school students attending schools in other 
towns, 16 at Maine Central Institute, four at Unity and one 
at Fairfield. 


Tuition rates are as follows:

The tuition bill will in a very few years be exorbitant. Because 
of the number of students attending high school, Burnham’s 
school expenditures will be three to six times as high as they 
are at present. Joining a School Administrative District now 
would be like an insurance policy to the taxpayers of Burnham. 

This has not been an easy year with so much conflict among 
town officials. In closing may I wish you all the best of luck in 
producing good school programs for your children.

An audit of the financial records maintained by the various 
officers of the Town of Burnham has been completed for the 
year ended February 1, 1957. 

The examination included a review of cash transactions and 
an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The results are 
incorporated in the following text, exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial affairs of the town. 

The fiscal year’s operations showed that available funds ex- 
ceeded expenditures by $4,037.20, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $4,280.35 
Overdrafts 243.15 
Net Unexpended Balances $4,037.20 


The overlay and the unexpended balance in the incidental 
account were the principal factors contributing to the excess of 
available funds over expenditures. The overdrafts were reflected 
in the roads and bridges, and abatements and discounts ac- 
counts. 


Assets 
The cash balance of $12,762.94 was reconciled with a state- 
ment furnished by the Federal Trust Company, Waterville, 
Maine. 
Other assets were reviewed and verification undertaken, on 
a test basis, to determine their correctness. Unpaid accounts were 
reconciled with balances shown on the records. 


Reserves and Surplus 
The appropriation accounts reflect an unexpended balance 
of $6,160.52. This amount represents various operating account 
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balances that are carried forward to the ensuing year in accord- 
ance with legal requirements and vote of the townspeople. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $13,848.04, a de- 
crease of $366.12 for the year. The change was occasioned prin- 
cipally by appropriations for various purposes by vote of the 
townspeople, less the excess of available funds over expendi- 
tures, and a gain on sale of tax acquired property. 


Debt Fund 


The debt fund, incorporated in the statement of financial con- 
dition as a separate fund, reflects outstanding refunding bonds 
of $4,000.00 which mature at the rate of $1,000.00 annually with 

interest at 314%. 


Trust Funds 
The examination of funds held in trust by the town revealed 
that principals of $4,700.00 and unexpended income of $271.55 
were invested in U. S. Government Bonds of $2,300.00 and time 
deposits of $2,671.55. 


Departmental Accounts 
A review of departmental operating accounts revealed a de- 
crease of $7,936.68 in funds raised by taxation as compared with 
the preceding year. The decrease was reflected principally in the 
indebtedness, charity and unclassified accounts. Increases in the 
highways and bridges and overlay accounts were also contribu- 
ting factors. 


The departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year decreased by $1,647.20 as compared with the balances at 
the beginning of the year. The decrease was reflected principally 
in the education and highways and bridges accounts. 


General 
The examination of the town clerk’s records, as pertained to 
financial operations, revealed that the townspeople had author- 
ized the appropriations from surplus and the use of excise tax 
monies for various purposes. 
The internal control and accounting procedures of the several 
departments of the town were reviewed. As a result, certain rec- 
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ommendations covering matters of minor concern were sub- 
mitted directly to the departmental officials and selectmen for 
their attention. 


Scope of Audit 

Count of cash was made and records checked to determine the 
accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of internal 
control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash and 
other matters of financial concern. Receipts and bank deposits 
were reconciled as well as warrants and bank charges. Vouchers, 
payrolls and cancelled checks supporting expenditures were 
checked for a selected period. Excise tax collections were veri- 
fied with copies of receipts retained by the collector. External 
verifications were utilized, on a test basis, to determine the 
correctness of recorded assets. 


The records of the annual and special town meetings were 
reviewed, as pertained to financing the current year’s operations. 
Trust fund transactions were reviewed, investments checked and 
time deposits verified by bank confirmation. Bond coverage was 
examined. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were fol- 
lowed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these state- 
ments.

The 1958 municipal year closed with a cash balance of 
$12,729.62. Due to the late payment of some taxes, it was 
necessary last spring for your Selectmen and your Treas- 
urer to make a temporary loan of $10,000.00; however, it 
was repaid promptly within the loan time without a re- 
newal as the anticipated taxes were paid. 


Your Assessors this past year revalued and raised the 
valuation of the Central Maine Power Company. Later, 
after consultations with the State of Maine Assessor and 
the Engineer of the Central Maine Power Company, $400.00 
was justifiably rebated. An increase in valuation was gained, 
however. 


Although the Town Poor Account shows an overdraft of 
$288.36, $144.77 of that amount is charged to no specific 
individual or individuals but covers the freight costs on 
surplus commodities shipments. 


Your Town had two Special Town Meetings during the 
past year. Turn-out was not good. At one meeting there 
were less than 10% of the eligible voters attending. Special 
Town Meetings are often as important to the benefit of our 
_ children or the town as a whole as are Annual Town Meet- 
ings. 


It would be wonderful if all able-bodied male members of 
the community became interested in joining, working for, 
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and supporting the volunteer fire department. Many another 
town has made a success of such a department. Your depart- 
ment, too, could become successful and save taxpayers con- 
siderable future funds if everyone would attend meetings, 
get the firehouse in readiness, work on equipment, and hold 
assigned positions in case of fires. _ 


If all money articles in this year’s Town Warrant are 
appropriated in the amounts approved by the Budget Com- 
mittee, the sum will total $38,778.00. To this must be added 
$1,900.00 for the School District and $2,720.00 for the 
County Tax, making a grand total of $48,398.00. This sum 
is $4,452.70 less than appropriated last year at the Annual 
Town Meeting. Therefore, a mill rate drop is indicated and 
would be most welcome. 


As the supply is limited, please preserve this Report and 
bring it to Town Meeting with you.

There is an old quotation which many of you have un- 
doubtedly heard, but which I would like to recall at this 
time. 


“Coming together is beginning, 
Keeping together is progress, 
Working together is success.”’ 


Each year more and more citizens are becoming aware of 
the value of health programs within their communities as is 
indicated by the increased number of requests for additional 
services. 


During the past year, 5 Child Health Conferences were 
held in your town. Physical examinations and immuniza- 
tions against diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, polio, 
and smallpox were given to infants and pre-school children. 


In September individual hearing tests were done with the 
Maico audiometer on each student in grade one, plus stu- 
dents referred from other grades by the teachers. An active 
school health record is kept on each student. 


Home visiting has been continued on a health supervision 
basis to all age groups. 


Many services exist within the State which all contribute 
directly to your health program, such as Maternal and 
Child Health, Services for Crippled Children, Mental Health, 
Mental Retardation, Tuberculosis Control and Services for 
the Blind. 
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Your Public Health Nurses wishes to take this opportu- | 
nity to express her sincere thanks to the volunteer group 
who give so generously of their time and services to help 
make your town a healthier and happier community.

There will be a problem here of division of grades between 
the two rooms next year, since the 8th grade is so small. 
It has worked out well in the Town of Jackson to have the 
upper grades in one school and the lower in another. Your 
previous superintendents have recommended this arrange- 
ment for your town. 


I notice that you do not have a sub-primary grade. Such 
a grade adds one extra year of training for all pupils and 
would, therefore, improve the preparation of the pupils for 
high school. It would probably not be feasible without 
another classroom. 


It is gratifying to see that Burnham is interested in the 
opportunities offered by the provisions of the Sinclair Act. 
It would be a big step forward in your schools if the town 
could unite with surrounding towns to form an Administra- 
tive District. In most cases the improved school services 
cost the town no more than its current budget, and in many 
cases there is a financial saving to the town. 
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High school tuition rates are increasing each year. Burn- 
ham now has 25 pupils in high school. The state average 
cost last year was $330.60 and certain schools are allowed 
to charge $380.19 when specified requirements are met. This 
problem, as well as others I have mentioned, could be better 
handled in a District than by this town individually. 


I have had excellent cooperation from pupils, teachers, 
school and town officials, and citizens in my brief term of 
service, and I am taking this opportunity to thank you all.

An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
treasurer of the Town of Burnham School District has been 
completed for the year ended February 4, 1958. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
and an analysis of revenue and expenditures. The results are 
incorporated in the following text, exhibits and schedules. 


OPERATIONAL RESULTS 


The analysis of operations showed that revenue for the 
year was $1,900.00 which represented the Town of Burnham 
assessment. Expenditures for the same period totaled 
$1,737.60 which consisted of debt and interest payments of 
$1,398.75 and operating expense of $338.85. The excess of 
revenue over expenditures of $162.40 was transferred to 
surplus. 


Assets 


The cash balance of $478.88 was reconciled with a state- 
ment furnished by the Federal Trust Company, Waterville, 
Maine. Cash on hand was verified by actual count. The cash 
on hand of $13.75 was represented by several U. S. 
Treasury checks of $1.25 each which are dated from July 1, 
1948. It is suggested that an attempt be made by the 
treasurer to obtain the monetary value of these checks. 


The investment, represented by a U. S. Savings Bond of 
$100.00, was examined. 


The fixed assets of $31,353.21 did not change during the 
year. 


Liabilities and Surplus 


School construction bonds of $10,000.00 were outstanding 
at the close of the year.

An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various officers of the Town of Burnham has been completed 
for the fiscal year ended February 4, 1958. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The re- 
sults are incorporated in the following text, exhibits and 
schedules. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the. net un- 
expended balances lapsed amounted to $4,173.51, per the 
following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $4,446.96 
Overdrafts 273.45 
Net Unexpended Balances $4,173.51 


Unexpended balances in the general government accounts 
were the principal factors contributing to the lapsed 
balances. 


Assets 


The cash balance of $8,748.07 was reconciled with a state- 
ment furnished by the Federal Trust Company, Waterville, 
Maine. 

Other assets were reviewed and verification undertaken to 
determine their correctness. Unpaid accounts were recon- 
ciled with the balances shown on the records. 


Liabilities, Reserves and Surplus 


The general fund liabilities totaled $14.09 at February 4, 
1958 and represented for the most part a charity overpay- 
ment by the State of Maine. 
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The appropriation accounts reflect a net unexpended 
balance of $1,597.88 representing civil defense and educa- 
tion account balances that are carried forward to the ensu- 
ing year in accordance with legal requirements and/or 
customary practice. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $13,582.08, a de- 
crease of $265.96 for the year. This change was occasioned 
principally by authorized appropriations for various operat- 
ing accounts, less the lapsed departmental account balances 
and a gain on sale of tax acquired property. 


Debt Fund 


The debt fund, incorporated in the statement of financial 
condition as a separate fund, reflects outstanding refunding 
bonds of $3,000.00, which mature $1,000.00 annually with 
interest at 314%. 


Trust Funds 


The total amount of trust fund principals was $4,700.00 
and unexpended income amounted to $319.40 at the year 
end. These funds are invested in time deposits of $3,319.40 
and U.S. Government Bonds of $1,700.00. 


Departmental Accounts 


The departmental operating accounts showed a decrease 
of $787.97 in funds raised by taxation, as compared with the 
preceding year. Smaller appropriations for certain highway 
activities and a larger education account appropriation were 
the principal factors contributing to the change. 

The departmental balances carried forward to the ensu- 
ing year decreased by $4,562.64, as compared with the 
balances at the start of the year. The decrease was reflected 
for the most part in the highway, charity and education | 
accounts. 


General 


The examination of the town clerk’s records revealed that 
the townspeople had authorized the appropriations from 
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surplus and the use of excise tax revenue for various 
operational purposes. 


Scope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of 
internal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling 
of cash and other matters of financial concern. 


External verifications were utilized on a test basis, to 
determine the correctness of recorded assets. 


Trust fund transactions were examined and the invest- 
ments were verified by actual inspection and/or bank con- 
firmation. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and 
canceled checks were examined for a selected period. 


Excise tax collections were verified with the copies of the 
receipts retained by the collector. Education account 
balances were verified with a report of the Superintendent 
of Schools. Bond coverage was reviewed. 


Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of the 
municipality were reviewed to determine that related 
financial transactions had been properly administered. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertain- 
ing to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures 
were followed to the extent. deemed necessary to develop 
these statements. 


In our opinion, the accompanying statement of financial 
condition and supporting information present fairly the 
financial position of the town at February 4, 1958, and the 
results of its operations for the year then ended.

OFFICE OF THE SELECTMEN 


BURNHAM, MAINE 


The 1959 municipal year closed with a cash balance slight- 
ly over $11,960.00. This was within $700.00 as great as the 
previous year and considering that nearly four thousand 
dollars was voted from the General Fund at your last An- 
nual Town Meeting, we believe the 1959 year speaks for 
itself. 


Although we were able to lower the tax rate by ten mills, 
we were confronted with a $377.60 greater County Tax; 
$100.00 additional School District Assessment; and as the 
C.M.P. Co. was abated $400.00 by the 1958 Assessors, we 
naturally lost this valuation. These gimmicks made nearly 
a loss of three mills in the tax rate. 


We have in the Fire Protection Account, an overdraft of 
$24.36 for 1959, also in this account is a $50.00 bill which 
was paid after the 1958 books closed. Please note in the 
Town Poor Account that a total of $190.49 was authorized 
by us to be subtracted from the 1959 year. This large a- 
mount consisted of two bills dated December, 1958 to Janu- 


ary 24, 1959. These bills were classed as extended 1958 
bills. | 


During the year, we handled three additional cases in the 
Town Poor and Veteran’s Aid account. Although this ac- 
count showed heavy strains at times, we were indeed fortu- 
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nate as when the books closed on Feb. 1st, there were ten 
families receiving Aid to Dependent Children, and during 
this same period four additional persons received Aid Dis- 
abled Pensions. These fourteen above cases meant the 
difference between a balanced account, and a heavy over- 
draft which we avoided with pride. 


On the Town Roads situation, during last spring we had 
washouts due to culverts frozen 100% with ice. Our main 
trouble were on Edmond’s Hill and three culverts on the 
Winnecook Road. During that evening, before midnight, 
Prince Estes and his gang repaired the Winnecook Road. 
However, any washout is costly, and a flood situation like 
the above made less money in the road account during the 
summer and fall months. We were also unlucky in securing 
a grader during the fall when it was needed. This year the 
State Aid Road Construction will rid us of the large culvert 
near Clyde Young’s residence. This was one of our heavy 
spring washouts. 


Serious thought should be taken in also ridding the Town 
Farm Hill situation. Numerous complaints on pot holes 
below the hill and continuing to the Bickford residence sure- 
ly needs consideration and action. 1960 will finish the 
Eelweir Road, and next year this T.R.I. (Town Road Im- 
provement) can be placed elsewheres. 


Although we applied for additional financial help from the 
State to continue the Pond Road, near Edmonds, none was 
available. We hope this year will find a sum available to 
help this situation. During the summer Prince Estes re- 
signed, due to health, as Road Commissioner. We accepted 
his resignation with regrets. 


We have petitioned the County Commissioners to con- 
sider replacing the Eelweir Bridge. As this antique, out- 
dated, hazardous and very costly to repair bridge has seen 
its best days, we hope the County Commissioners will deem 
it advisable for replacement. This would be a 50% liability 
with Pittsfield-Burnham, Somerset and Waldo Counties. 


The final outstanding $1,000.00 bond on May 1st will be 
paid on the Town Debt. After that date the Town debt will 
fail to exist. 
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Last April your Treasurer and Selectmen made a 
$5,000.00 Temporary Loan. Due to our ability to have turn- 
ed the Tax Book to the Tax Collector on April 25th, the 
above loan was repaid in rapid time, the interest being the 
tidy sum of $23.33. This loan was half the sum and 85% 
less on interest charges than the previous year. 


There are rigid State and Federal obligations to be met 
by anyone receiving Surplus Commodities. Failure of any 
person not abiding these regulations will result in loss of 
Surplus. State has full authority. 


We are accepting, but with regrets, Alice Wyman’s resig- 
nation as Town Civil Defense Chairman. 


We believe the year 1959 has been much above average 
for the Taxpayers of Burnham.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 
FOR THE TOWN OF BURNHAM 
FOR THE YEAR 1959 


At the year’s end it is again appropriate to give you an 
account of public health nursing services in your community 
for the year 1959. 


The primary purpose of public health nursing is to pro- 
vide nursing service to people at home, at school, at work, 
in clinics and health centers, so that individuals, families 
and the community as a whole will be helped to achieve and 
and maintain optimum health. Public health nursing is one 
of the basic health services that contribute to a healthy and 
happy way of life. 


The very important work of the Division of Public Health 
Nursing of the Maine Department of Health and Welfare 
is to provide public health nursing service to people in the 
rural areas and small towns of our State. These services 
include: 


Health teaching of individuals and families in their 
homes for the prevention of illness, promotion of health 
and correction of defects. 


Teaching nursing care of the sick and rehabilitation 
of the handicapped in their own homes, with medical 
direction from the patient’s physician. 


Prevention and control of communicable diseases 
through immunization programs, detection and follow- 
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up of tuberculosis and venereal diseases, and health 
education. 


Maternal and child care, including school health ser- 
vices and child health conferences. 


Follow-up home visiting to individuals and families 
under care of the various State clinics and services — 
crippled children, pediatric, mental retardation, cleft 
palate, adolescent, cardiac, tuberculosis — to help pa- 
tients and families carry out the doctor’s instructions 
for treatment. 


Working closely with physicians, hospitals, and other 
health and social agencies in behalf of patients and 
families. 


Working closely with the townspeople, individually 
and in groups, so that the people themselves will take 
responsibility for developing health programs to meet 
their unique local health needs. 


Health is a priceless possession, defined by the World 
Health Organization as “a state of complete physical, men- 
tal, and social well-being and not merely the absence of 
disease or disability”. It is wisely said that public health is 
people, who are so concerned with good health for them- 
selves, their neighbors, and their community that they work 
for this priceless possession. This wise saying guides us 
well, for nowhere in our State do we have the number of 
public health nurses we need to give all the services we 
would like to give. It follows, then, that a successful public 
health nursing program does, and indeed should, depend 
largely upon the interest, support, and volunteer work of the 
local people, individually and through organized group 
effort. The public health nurse gives directly those services 
that require her special professional nursing skills and gives 
leadership and counsel to the townspeople in developing, 
cooperatively, the health programs most suitable for their 
own community. 


Your public health nurse submits the following summary 
of public health nursing services in your community for the 
year1959: 
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3 Child Health Conferences were held, also 3 school im- 
munization clinics. 


Individual hearing tests were done with the maico audio- 
meter in the entering grades, plus students referred by the 
teachers. 


This year a physical examination program was introduced 
in the schools on a Selective grade basis, sponsored by the 
Parents Club. 


Your Public Health Nurse wishes to express her sincere 
appreciation for the interest and support of the program.

At Reynolds Corner Mrs. Frances Cookson is the teacher 
of grades 3 and 4, Mrs. Eleanor Dobbs of grades 1 and 2. 
At the Village, Martin Walsh teaches grades 7 and 8, Mrs. 
Doris Cookson grades 5 and 6. These teachers are doing 
excellent work, in spite of the large registration. 


There are several possible solutions to the overcrowded 
schoolrooms. One, for the town to become a part of a 
school district; another, for the town to build a junior high 
school. Under the first plan, the State would subsidize a 
substantial part of the cost of needed school buildings, 
whereas under the second plan the town would pay the 
entire cost. Either plan would doubtless result in the oppor- 
tunity to introduce a junior primary grade, as well as a 
ninth grade to the local schools. 


High school costs are increasing each year, due to two 
things — higher tuition rates and more pupils attending. 
The Burnham eighth grade last year had seven pupils, while 
this year it has twenty. This will result in a considerable 
increase in the number from this town attending high 
school next September. The State average tuition cost is 


now $347.98 a year, with some schools allowed to charge 
$400.18. 


The Parents Club has been working quietly and steadily 
to bring about improvement in the schools. The present 
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officers are June Vaughn, Charlene Sanborn, Alice Lester, 
and Caroline Mitchell. They have reported to me that the 
Club started the milk program in the schools, has purchased 
nearly $400 worth of books and playground equipment, and 
now has about $500 that could be used toward a school lunch 
program, a project that is now under consideration. 


It has been pleasing to the School Committee and to me 
to have so much cooperation from the townspeople in locat- 
ing the lower grades at Reynolds Corner and the upper 
grades at the Village. This arrangement has been a definite 
forward step in your school system. 


I have enjoyed my work in Burnham and extend my 
thanks to all who have had any part in the progress of the 
school pupils of the town during the past year.

An audit of the financial records maintained by the Trea- 
surer of the Town of Burnham School District has been 
completed for the fiscal year ended February 2, 1959. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
and an analysis of revenues and expenditures. The results 
are incorporated in the following text, exhibits and 
schedules. 


ASSETS .. . . The cash balance of $759.39 was recon- 
ciled with a statement furnished by the Federal Trust Com- 
pany, Waterville, Maine. Cash on hand was verified by 
actual count. The cash on hand of $18.75 was represented 
by several U. S. Treasury checks of $1.25 each which are 
dated from July 1, 1948 to July 1, 1953. It is again suggest- 
ed that an attempt be made by the treasurer to obtain 
monetary value of these checks. 


The investment, represented by a U. S. Savings Bond of 
$100.00 was examined. As this bond has matured it should 
be cashed and the proceeds reinvested. 


The fixed assets of $31,353.21 did not change during the 
year. 


LIABILITIES .. . . School construction bonds of 
$9,000.00 were outstanding at the close of the year. The 
bonds bear interest at the rate of 354% and mature 
$1,000.00 annually. 


RESERVES ... .. The amount available for future ex- 
penditures amounted to $859.39 and is represented by cash 
on hand and in bank and investment. 


EQUITY IN FIXED ASSETS ... .. The equity in fixed 
assets totaled $22,353.21, an increase of $1,000.00 for the 
year. The change was due to the bond retirement. 
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Count of cash was made and records were checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The 
system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 


Receipts, vouchers and cancelled checks were examined. 
Surety bond coverage was reviewed.

An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various officers of the Town of Burnham has been completed 
for the fiscal year ended February 2, 1959. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The 
results are incorporated in the following text, exhibits and 
schedules. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net unexpend- 
ed balances lapsed amounted to $6,003.39, per the following 
summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $6,635.47 
Overdrafts 632.08 
Net Unexpended Balances $6,003.39 


Unexpendable balances in the general government and 
highway accounts were the principal factors contributing 
to the lapsed balances. 


ASSETS .. .. The cash balance of $12,820.12 was re- 
eonciled with a statement furnished by the Federal Trust 
Company, Waterville, Maine and cash on hand. 


Accounts receivable of $686.14 included for the most part 
reimbursable expenditures for porcupine bounties, state and 
other municipalities’ poor. 

Taxes receivable totaling $4,817.52 at the close of the year 
consisted principally of current year accounts of $4,700.64. 
The balance of $116.88 represented 1956 and 1957 uncollect- 
ed taxes. 

Tax lien and tax acquired property amounted to $706.67 
and $667.41 respectively. 
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LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS Pie 
The general fund liabilities totaled $122.09 at February 2, 
1959 and represented for the most part tuition charges due 
the Maine Central Institute and a prior year charity over- 
payment by the State of Maine. 


The appropriation accounts show an unexpended balance 
of $2,410.90 representing civil defense and educational bal- 
ances that are carried forward to the ensuing year in ac- 
cordance with legal requirements and/or customary prac- 
tice. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $17,164.87, an 
increase of $3,582.79 for the year. This charge was oc- 
casioned principally by the net unexpended balances lapsed 
and a gain on sale of tax acquired property, less the auth- 
orized appropriations for various operating accounts. 


DEBT FUND... . The debt fund, incorporated in the 
balance sheet as a separate fund, reflects outstanding re- 
funding bonds of $2,000.00, which mature $1,000.00 annual- 
ly with interest at 314%. 


TRUST FUNDS... . The total amount of trust fund 
principals was $4,950.00 and unexpended income amounted | 
to $389.21 at the year end. These funds are invested in 
time deposits of $3,639.21 and U. S. Government Bonds of 
$1,700.00. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS... . The departmen- 
tal operating accounts showed an increase of $11,444.37 in 
funds raised by taxation, as compared with the preceding 
year. The increase was reflected principally in the highway 
and bridges, charity and educational accounts. 


Departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year increased by $813.02, as compared with the balances 
at the start of the year. The increase occurred in the civil 
defense and educational accounts. | 


GENERAL... . The townspeople authorized appropri- 
ations from surplus and the use of excise tax revenue for 
various operational purposes. 


The general ledger should be posted currently and trial 
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balances taken at least monthly. These procedures would 
aid materially in keeping audit costs at a minimum. 


ScoPEe oF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial con- 
cern. Count of cash was made and records checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of state- 
ments furnished by the depository or by letter of confirma- 
tion. External verifications were utilized on a test basis 
to determine the correctness of recorded assets and liabili- 
ties. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks.

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History of the Town of Burnham 


In the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
twenty four, an act to incorporate the Town of Burnham, | 
Section lst, Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives in Legislature assembled that the territory in- 
cluded within the following boundaries in the County of 
Kennebec to wit beginning at the west side of Twenty Five 
Mile Pond in the north line of Unity thence west north 
west on said line, to the north west corner of Unity thence 
southerly on the west line of Unity to the north line of the 
2nd thence on said north line west north west about four 
miles to Sebasticook River thence by and through the 
channel of said river, to the west line of Township No. 5, 
in the 2nd Range in the County of Somerset, thence on 
the west line of said No. 5, and on the west line of the 
Town of Joy, to the inlet stream of said pond, thence by 
the inlet to said pond and by the shores to the first men- 
tioned bounds; the territory aforesaid being known by the 
name of Tiwenty Five Mile Pond Plantation; together with 
the inhabitants thereof be, and the same hereby is incorp- 
orated into a Town by the name of Burnham and the in- 
habitants are hereby vested with all the powers, priviledges 
and immunities, which the inhabitants of other towns with- 
in this state, do or may by law enjoy and said town shall 
be and hereby is, for the purpose of choosing a representa- 
tive to the Legislature of this state classed with the Towns 
of Unity and Joy, as in heretofore when a Plantation. 


Section 2. Be it further enacted that Rufus Burnham, 
Hsqr. or any other Justice of the Peace in said County of 
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Kennebec, be and hereby is authorized to call the first 
meeting of said inhabitants by issuing his warrant to an 
inhabitant thereof directing him to notify said inhabitants 
to meet at such time and place as he shall appoint, to choose 
such officers as other towns are empowered, to choose, at 
their annual meetings — In the House of Representatives, 
February 2, 1824. 


First town meeting held at the School House (Edmonds 
Farm) District Number One on Monday, March 29th, 1824. 
Warrant consisted of eleven articles pertaining to election 
of officers only, for the ensuing year. 


14th Day of April, special town meeting held in Daniel 
Dodge’s dwelling house for eleven articles which were voted 
as follows: 


Raised $200.00 Support of Schools; $112.00 Town 
Charges; $550.00 Repair of Roads; allow eight cents on the 
dollar for collection of taxes; allow twelve cents an hour 
for a man; twelve cents an hour for a yoke of oxen; and 
for Boys Steers and Tools what the surveyor thinks proper ; 
voted to use Walter Edmonds barnyard for a pound and 
Town pay said Edmonds for keeping the pound in repair 
for that use. Voted to alter road from James Myricks to 
Main Road. Voted to allow Elder Theodore Harding one 
dollar and fifty cents for each furneral sermon he shall 
preach in said town this year ensuing. Voted that the 
constable shall post a notification at the School House in 
District No. 1 and a notification at Joseph Whitaker 
dwelling house in District No. 2 for each town meeting 
for year ensuing. 


February 26th, 1883, an act approved to divide Clinton 
Gore Plantation and annex the same to adjourning Sec. 1. 
Clinton Gore Plantation in the County of Kennebec shall be 
divided by the following described lines, viz: beginning 
at a point in the east line of said Plantation at the south 
east corner of Luther Mean’s land: thence running westly 
on the south line of said Mean’s land, and in the direction 
of said line to the Town of Clinton. And all that part of 
said Plantation lying north of said dividing line with the 
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inhabitants thereon shall be annexed to the Town of Burn- 
ham in the County of Waldo and shall become a part of 
said Town of Burnham and be included in said County of 
Waldo and all that part of said Plantation lying south of 
said dividing line with the inhabitants thereon shall be 
annexed to the Town of Clinton, and become a part thereof 
and the corporate powers and organizations of said Planta- 
tion shall cease on the passage of this act; except that they 
shall continue for the pericd of one year for the sole pur- 
pose of collecting its dues and paying such debts as may 
be due when this act takes effect. 


See. 2. The inhabitants with the estates be set off and 
annexed to the said Town of Burnham shall be holden to 
pay the arrears of all taxes legally assessed upon them and 
shall assume and pay all liabilities and shall be entitled to 
all the benefits growing out of the issuing of four bonds 
of $500.00 each voted by said Plantation in aid of the Bel- 
fast and Moosehead Lake Railroad, and shall also pay their 
proportion of all other corporate debts and liabilities due 
or oweing from said Plantation at the time this act takes 
effect said proportion to be ascertained by the last valua- 
tion of said Plantation, and the same shall be assessed by 
the proper officers of said Town Burnham as a special tax 
upon the lands and property inhabitants of said Plantation 
so set off at such times and in such sums as the same or 
any part thereof may become due and collected in the same 
manner as other town taxes and paid by the Treasurer of 
said Town, and said inhabitants and estates so set off 
shall not be liable to be taxed in the Town of Burnham for 
any of the indebtedness of said Town prior to the passage 
of this act. 


Sec. 4. For the purpose of assessing State and County 
taxes after the passage of this act, there shall be added 
to the valuation of the Town of Burnham $17,575.00 and 
to its number of polls twenty six, so that its valuation 
hereafter shall be one hundred and ninety two thousand 
five hundred seventy five dollars, and its number of polls 
shall be 192: and there shall he added to the valuation of 
the Town of Clinton $4,528.00 and to its number of polls 
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nine, so that its valuation hereafter shall be $483,340.00 and 
its number of polls shall be 412. ° 


One of the oldest buildings in Burnham was purchased 
in 1822 by Samuel Barrows and was used for his residence 
and the first post office. It was located on the stage coach 
run. Part of this building is now the residence of Queenie 
McGray. 


Also, among the oldest buildings are the residences of 
Percy Gocdblood and buildings owned now by the Little- 
field Orchard, formerly the Elizah Dow Homestead. The 
Dodge residence, now Lloyd E. Hunt Homestead had an 
orchard set out around 1800, some of these trees are still 
standing. Also on this property was built around 1850 the 
first windmill in the state. 


“The Hutchinson’s Settlement” located at Reynolds 
Corner had the East Burnham Post Office in the Patterson 
store. From the railroad station at. Winnecook, mail was 
delivered by man walking, then later by horse and wagon 
_ to this post office. Wilton E. Reynolds was first RFD car- 
rier and the second was Tobias Jones. 


Located near the banks of the stream from the bridge 
and extending and including all the land on the same side 
which would include Libby’s, Chase’s and Cookson’s, and 
to the road was the Shaw Tannery. Due to the failure of 
the town in exempting for a period of years the taxes of 
this concern, the tannery was torn down and dismantled. 
The building now used for the Town Hall was purchased 
in 1878 from the Shaw Tannery. (Year 1878.) 


Burnham is well supplied with water power by the 
Sehasticook River and outlet of 25 Mile Pond, which is two 
by four miles in extent. The pond has been flowed two 
feet. The Ferguerson Falls have twelve feet head, are 
occupied by, a tannery, two shingle mills and a saw mill; 
35,000 sides of leather are tanned annually, and 500,000 
shingles and one million feet of long lumber sawed. In 
the south easterly portion of the town, on Bog Brook, from 
200,000 to 400,000 feet of lumber is annually cut and sawn. 
In the northerly part of the town on Meadow Brook, from 
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400 to 600 are annually manufactured. Ferguerson Rips 
on the Sebasticook, ten feet fall in 15 rods; 114 miles from 
Burnham Village, Eel-wier Rips in same river, eight feet 
fall in eighty rods. All these are unimproved and offer 
splendid sites for factories. 


Before the building was purchased from the Shaw 
property, the previous town meetings were held in other 
dwellings. Each year previous the first Selectman auto- 
matically had the town office in his home. 


In 1878 the Town purchased the cheese factory (situated 
then at the Bowden residence) the boot factory didn’t 
materialize and the town then sold this building to Dr. 
Dyer to be used for the manufacture of pills. Within a 
period of five years it was then sold to Libby & Murray 
as a storage egg plant for few years. This building was 
later moved to the corner (near Red’s Mkt.) and made 
into three apartments upstairs. The first floor consisted 
of post office, barber shop and three stores. It was later 
destroyed by fire. Also built on this same site was the 
“Brown” Hotel which met the same misfortune. Across 
the street was the Hart Hotel which was destroyed by 
fire in 1926. 


High water in the spring of 1877 disabled the two span 
bridge on the eelweir. Pittsfield’s half went downstream. 
Burnham’s half went partly to the bottom. Before another 
bridge was constructed a ferry was used to convey passen- 
gers and cargo, which included at least one load of wood. 
Cost of new bridge was $1,450.00. 


The population reached 967 in 1880 and this stands out 
as the most in any year. 


Maine Central Railroad Station was built in 1893, and 


today is on the verge of being torn down and replaced by a 


much smaller building. 


The year 1895 saw a new iron bridge built at the village. 
Fifty odd years later it again was replaced with the modern 
one “Memorial Bridge’. 


A vest factory was built in 1900 near the river (Parson- 
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age Lot). Later used as a garage until it burned in 
November of 1928 and it also destroyed the Baptist Church. 
The church was immediately rebuilt. 


The large stable built after the Civil War (which served 
the Hart Hotel) and which was used to store wagons of 
produce and horses nightly is now occupied by D. A. Dyer 
as his place of business: 


The fall of 1922 saw the completion of the Maine Chair 
Factory which manufactured chairs. It later was operated 
by Everett E. Davis until he sold to the Reynolds Brothers. 
Although it burned in the 1950’s, in its place stands a 
modern cement block factory, complete with Dry Kilns, 
saw mill, etc., which uses the raw materials and ends with 
modern furniture. 


In 1923, the stream bridge which had sides was replaced 
(front of Gallows). Before and during the First World 
War Chute and Mitchell operated a large country store. 
Building still located across from ‘Gallows’ (formerly 
 G. W. Berry). 


Now listed, a few articles from later town clerk records 
and from the 1875 town reports to date. Annual March 
meetings unless otherwise stated. 


1826: Voted that taxes may be paid in produce and the 
collector allow seven and sixpence for merchantable wheat 
per bushel and five shillings a bushel for merchantable 
corn and rye. 


1827: December 17th, to see if the town will make choice 
of a man for postmaster in said town and petition for him 
to be appointed. William Depring was voted. 


1828: Voted to let the lowest bidder board the Ephraim 
Reynolds family (Town Poor) for one year. $69.00 from 
Elizah Reynolds accepted. 


1830: Joseph Whitaker was voted to keep Sally Reynolds 
one year by his finding her in everyday clothes and send- 
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ing her to the winter school which kept in his District in 
first year and giving her three dollars worth of clothing 
besides her everyday clothes. 


1834: September 8th, voted to raise $300.00 to be laid 
out in labor and materials in building a bridge on the 
Sebasticook River on the above named road (east bank of 
Twenty Five Mile Stream) and choose Eben Sawyer an 
agent to superintend the building of said bridge, give his 
right to build bridge of such material as he thinks fit and 
to allow for men and oxen eight cents per hour and for 
materials what he thinks proper. Said bridge to be built 
next winter. 


1851: Eben Berry was lowest bidder for collection of | 
taxes, his being one cent and four mills. 


Also voted to authorize Town Treasurer to hire $500.00 
for the use of the Town. 


1857: Voted to authorize the Selectmen to remove the 
dead bodies from G. Twitchell’s field and place them in 
town burying ground on the mount at the expense of the 
town. 


1862: Voted to raise $200.00 to be expended on building 
said bridge across eelweir rips (so called). 


1863: November 28, voted to raise $250.00 per man (to 
pay the volunteers to fill the quota of said town under the 
-eall of the President of the United States. 


Also voted to raise $50.00 extra for each volunteer. 


1864: August 26, voted to raise $300.00 for each volun- 
teer and $200.00 for each substitute and drafted man, and 
that they be paid in town orders payable in one year from 
date. 


1865: Voted to pay Joseph Carr (moderator) one dollar 
for presiding in said meeting. 


1874: Voted to have 250 printed copies of reports and 
shall be distributed among the inhabitants of the town one 
week before the annual meeting. :

1876: Voted to enlarge the Mount Burying Ground pro- 
viding the Selectmen can purchase the amount of land for 
seventy dollars or less. 


Also voted to enforce the law in relation to fast driving 
on the bridges. 


1877: December Ist, to see if the Town will vote to 
purchase the cheese factory (out of business) for the bene- 
fit of the Town. Voted to purchase the above for $1,000.00 
if the Shoe & Boot Manufacturing Company of Newport 
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will do as they agree, part of which is to install $8,000.00 
worth of machinery, pipe the building and manufacture 
boots and shoes (situated where Bowden’s reside). 


The cost of printing the annual Town Report was $5.75. 


1878: Voted to repair the Shaw Store and finish and 
furnish a hall and office in the same for the use of the 
Town. 


1881: Voted to enlarge the burying ground near Lewis 
Chandler’s. Total cost was $63.42. 


1881: This year showed overdraft of $118.84. Schools 
received $1,238.74. Next highest was Interest $836.12 and 
Town Poor $551.03. The Total Indebtedness was $3,614.19. 


Town Reports consisted of six pages and the total cost of — 


printing them were nine dollars. Selden Hancock received 
$2.00 for keeping horse waterer. Isaac Perry received $2.65 
for making yoke and filing saws. 


1882: Voted to sell all the real estate of the Shaw 
property except Town Farm, Store & Town Hall. Select- 
men were H. E. Twitchell, George Hancock and W. R. 
Whitten. 


1882: (Continued) Liabilities included bonds which were 
bearing 4% and outstanding orders bearing 6%. Total debt 
bearing interest was $11,000.00. Snow Removal cost $72.78; 
Town Farm with stock, farming tools, furniture and pro- 
visions were valued at $1,881.00. 


1883: Voted to raise $1,200.00 for the construction of a 
new bridge at the eleware (EKelweir). 


1884: A hard winter and spring. Listed were $301.90 
for breaking roads in March, also $932.22 for repairing 
roads. G. E. Berry received $2.00 for hauling rocks to stop 
washout at the dam. Stringers for Carver Bridge amounted 
to $44.14. Town paid $90.00 payment for Clinton Gore R.R. 
bonds. Running town lines between Clinton and Burnham 
and Pittsfield and Burnham and setting stone monuments 
on the same, $30.00. Rate of taxation, listed 214 cents on 
the dollar. Charles E. Sherman, town auditor states “am

fearful the resources of the town have, in former years as 
well as this, been over-estimated”’. 


- 1885: Voted to put enough non-resident tax into High- 
way District No. 21 to assist them to rebuild Pheltoma 
Brook Bridge. 


1886: Voted that the inhabitants of the Town extend a 
vote of thanks to the Rev. John Cook of Burnham for his 
efforts in buying a hearse, passed by unaminous vote. 


Voted $65.06 for new hearse house, voted to buy a pair 
of harnesses, instructed the Selectmen to employ some suit- 
able person to care for the hearse and hearse house and 
to furnish a team to have the hearse with and to attend 
all furnerals in town, at the town’s expense. 


Voted to pay Ephraim Braley $15.00 for the watering 
privilidges and piece of land between Main Road and Pond 
(now town beach and town has deed to the same). 


G. E. Berry received $207.31 for cash paid witnesses and 
summoning them and other expenses getting evidence in 
the suit Burnham vs. Corinth; services in suit Burnham 
vs. Warren Goodrich in January and April courts, 1881; 
for service of application against Town of Pittsfield; for 
making petition and bond for guardian for Mary Perry. 


1887: $395.54 interest was paid on debt. 


1888: Voted to let Ernest Ames draw his school money 
and school his children at home. 


1889: Voted to stop driving on river bridge faster than 
a walk, and enforce the law for the same. W. L. Shaw was 
nominated.

Perkins dwelling house northerly to the Rufus Reynolds 
place so called. Voted to buy a road machine. 


1891: Voted that the Town sell to W. A. Lassall the two 
tax deeds they hold against him for the sum of five cents.

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1932: $310.05 appropriated for Town Diphtheria Epi- 
demic. 


1935: Town appropriated $2,500.00 Support of Poor, 
plus $1,800.00 for 19384 overdraft, then staggered with 
additional $375.13 overdraft. Selectmen, G. J. Mudgett, 
Ronello Reynolds and Howard Libby Jr. 


1936: Guarding village bridge during flood $136.67; use 
of dynamite $50.00. Selectmen, Charles A. Huff, Ronello 
Reynolds and George Lester. 


1937: $750.00 appropriated for Town debt and $1,100.00 
interest for same. Total debt February 20, 1938 was 
$27,719.49. State audit bill was $694.85; ‘overdraft of 
$618.81 in Fire Account. 


1940-41: State auditor states overdraft of $9.74 in 
treasurer checking account. All 1938-1939 including the 
early 1941 accounts had to be reconciled. The legal debt 
limit could reach only $14,864.00 and as the true debt was 
$34,418.90 the Town of Burnham was $19,554.90 over its 
debt limit as of 2/14/41. 


1942: Voted to raise $86.72 to pay G. F. Lassalle for 
use of highway across EF. P. Hunt farm. 

Voted to discontinue the road ending from the Mount 
Road known as the Morris Road. 

1944: Voted to keep the Eelweir School closed. 


1945: Voted to close the Mount School. Voted to raise 
$100.00 for the purpose of serving hot lunches in the 
schools. Charles A. Huff served as first Selectman from 
1936. 

1947: Entire town debt was refunded by a serial bond, 
all bearing 314% interest. 

1949: New village bridge built. 


1952: New village school constructed thru Burnham 
School District. 


1960: Final $1,000.00 Serial Bond retired on April 27th; 
Town Debt fails to exist.

OFFICE OF SELECTMEN 


BURNHAM, MAINE 


It is our pleasure to submit this eighty sixth written 
annual report for the taxpayers and citizens of Burnham. 


At our 1960 budget meeting we recommended to the com- 
mittee our lowest margin in dollars we believed possible for 
each department, excluding schools. As the report shows, 
we have stayed within the appropriations except the fire 
protection account. As this account fluctuates it is impos- 
sible to stress the exact amount, but always hope for the 
smallest. 


Our Town Poor and Veteran’s Account shows a balance 
for the second consecutive year. Our reimbursement was 
also greater than most past years. The “gossip vine” which 
has stated that we overseers of the poor have given anyone 
at any time an order during this past year is false. We 
have served four less families than the previous year. The 
ridiculous predicaments that some veterans find themselves 
have resulted in the town feeding their families for a 
certain period. We have worked closely with the state 
agencies and the State Veteran’s Affairs as any disabled 
veteran (temporary) may apply for financial aid thru the 
above department. If the veteran’s credit rating isn’t any 
good, we issue one and no more than two food orders, 
whichever is necessary to tide that veteran over to the 
Ist or the 15th of that month before his family receives 
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first check. Any other orders such as clothing is absurd 
unless a catastrophe. 


Non veterans who need help due to disability, and where 
no sickness benefits are available are naturally not left to 
starve. Due to one disabled resident having to wait the 
maximum time to be certified for ADC, we had the liability 
to care for the family that period. 


Our legal council states, that any able bodied individual 
including veteran’s are liable to pay for any aid given by 
towns or cities. Failure of them to come forward can re- 
sult in (A) be sued to recover help given or (B) face 
court action at the municipal court for non support. The 
heedless should heed the future. 


No temporary loan was made during the year. On April 
27th a great milestone was accomplished as the remaining 
town bond was retired. This was the first time in the 
history of Burnham (136 years) that no town debt is 
outstanding. 


The highway and bridges appropriation was desperately 
needed to repair bridges and maintain our gravel roads. 
Due to this no great improvement could be accomplished 
in the roads. The Carver bridge needs immediate repair this 
spring. 


We have again attempted to get the replacement of the 
EKelweir bridge on the agendum if the Town of Pittsfield 
can get the bottleneck removed. 


Town Farm Hill is in serious condition. Too much 
priority can’t be stressed on this situation. We again have 
applied for aid to Edmonds Hill and “Dead Man’s Curve’. 


We are closing the gap in the application of tarvia on 
our gravel roads, but are we closing it fast enough’? The 
taxpayers are shouldering about all they wish and should, 
but considering inflation and the multiplying of vehicles 
we probably can‘t construct our roads fast enough. Since 
the 1880’s overdrafts have been thorns in the Town Roads 
account. 


We have received written instructions from Augusta 
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that veterans have to be qualified like any other border- 
line case in order to receive surplus commodities. Any 
O.A.A., A.D.C., A.B. or A.D. has to be a bonafide house- 
holder in order to be elgible. Any who are, are periodically 
receiving statements from the Rockland office that they 
are entitled to the above. 


Only two towns in Waldo County outclass us in higher 
tax rates. Due to higher education costs asked for the 
future, it is impossible not to glide up to a higher tax rate, 
and this isn’t a pleasant subject to think about.

such graves during the summer season.”

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSING SERVICES IN BURNHAM 
FOR THE YEAR 1960 


Public health, in simple terms, is the sum total of the 
health of individuals and families living in a community. 
An organized program for public health is one that offers 
those individuals and families every possible chance of liv- 
ing and enjoying life, free from the handicaps of prevent- 
able disease and disability. In more formal terms, the ob- 
jective of a public health program is to bring to all the 
people the benefits of modern medical and related sciences 
including the care and rehabilitation of the sick and dis- 
abled, the promotion of healthful living, and the preven- 
tion and control of disease. . 


A number of people are involved in the attaining of this 
objective. All together they make up a “health team”. The 
public health nurse is an essential member of this team. 
She shares in planning and action with other workers in 
the fields of health, education, and welfare; with physicians, 
hospitals, clinics; with school personnel; with citizen 
groups. One of her important functions is coordination 
with the others involved to provide public health services 
to individuals, families, and community. Citizens of the 
community are also essential members of the health team. 
Alert to the health needs of their community, taking their 
share of responsibility to meet these needs, their con- 
tribution as health workers is indispensable to the effec- 
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tiveness of the public health program. A vital, dynamic, 
working “health team” in the local community strengthens 
the public health not only of that community, but also of 
the State and the Nation. 


Following is a brief summary of public health nursing 
services in your community for the year 1960: 


Home visiting has been done on a health supervision, 
and demonstration basis. 


Again this year the Parents Club of Burnham sponsored 
school physicals in selected grades. This is certainly a 
worthwhile project. In evaluating the results, the outstand- 
ing health problem seems to be the need for dental care, 
Since a large percentage of the students examined were 
found. to have dental defects. 


Individual hearing tests were given with the Maico 
audiometer to all students. 


A series of 3 Child Health Conferences will be held 
early in 1961. In September 1961 the Parents Club will 
again sponsor the school physicals. 


Your Public Health Nurse wishes to express her sincere 
thanks to the local volunteers who give so generously of 
their time and services in helping with the various pro- 
grams.

You will note that the four schoolrooms are still over- 
crowded. The selectmen and school committee met recently - 
and decided that the most economical way of relieving this 
situation would be to add two rooms at the Village School. 
With such an addition it would be possible to include a 
kitchen where school lunches could be prepared. The esti- 
mated cost of the addition with two classrooms, kitchen, 
additional toilets, and some improvement of the present 
building is between $25,000 and $30,000. 


The increased cost of the schools this past year has been 
due to the larger number of pupils attending high school, 
together with the higher secondary school tuition rates. 
There will be a still larger number of pupils in high school 
next year, so this cost will continue to increase. The recom- 
mended school budget is designed to pay the overdraft in the 
school maintenance account and to take care of the increase 
in the high school tuition cost. 


The Parents Club -has continued its work for the schools 
and deserves a great deal of credit for the progress of the 
school program. 


The elementary teachers and their salaries are: Charles 
Berry, Jr., $4000; Doris Cookson, $3900; Frances Cookson, 
$3900; Althea Cookson, $3900. 


These teachers are doing good work in spite of the large 
number of pupils in each room. I hope that every effort 
will be made by the citizens to provide school rooms to re- 
duce the overcrowded rooms. 
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I take this opportunity to express my appreciation for the 
cooperation I have received during the past year.

An audit of the financial records maintained by the Trea- 
surer of the Town of Burnham School District has been 
completed for the fiscal year ended February 2, 1960. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
and an analysis of revenues and expenditures. The results 
are incorporated in the following text, exhibits and 
schedules. 


ASSETS .... The cash balance of $854.20 was verified 
by reconciliation of a statement furnished by the Federal 
Trust Company, Waterville, Maine, and count of cash on 
hand. The cash on hand of $13.75 was represented by 
several U.S. Treasury checks of $1.25 each which are dated 
from July 1, 1948 to July 1, 1953. 


A U.S. Savings Bond of $100.00 constitutes the invest- 
ment. 


The fixed assets of $31,353.21 did not change during the 
year. 


LIABILITIES .. . .. School construction bonds of 
$8,000.00 were outstanding at the close of the year. The 
bonds bear interest at the rate of 354% and mature 
$1,000.00 annually. 


RESERVES... . The amount available for future ex- 
penditure amounted to $954.20 and is represented by cash 
on hand and in the bank and an investment. 


EQUITY IN FIXED ASSETS .. . . The equity in fixed 
assets totaled $23,353.21, an increase of $1,000.00 for the 
year.

Bond and eleven U. S. Treasury checks issued to “Burnham

FEBRUARY 38, 1959 To FEBRUARY 2, 1960 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Burn- 
ham has been completed for the fiscal year ended February 
2, 1960. The audit consisted of an examination of the 
records maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax 
Collectors and other municipal officers. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The 
results are incorporated in the following text, exhibits and 
schedules. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net un- 
expended departmental balances lapsed amounted to 
$3,493.18, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $3,756.15 
Overdrafts 262.97 
Net Unexpended Balances $3,493.18 


The unappropriated balance of the overlay, and un- 
expended balances in general government and highway ac- 
counts were the principal factors contributing to the amount 
carried to surplus. 


ASSETS .... The cash balance of $11,964.59 was rep- 
resented by a demand deposit in the Federal Trust 
Company, Waterville, Maine and by cash on hand. 


Accounts receivable of $373.94 included reimbursable 
expenditures made for state poor and porcupine bounties. 


Taxes receivable totaling $4,099.09 at the close of the 
year consisted principally of current year’s accounts of 
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$3,966.31. The balance of $132.78 represented 1958 and 
1956 uncollected taxes. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to 
$1,178.11 and $805.24 respectively. 


RESERVES .... The appropriation accounts show an 
unexpended balance of $1,678.06 which was carried for- 
ward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal require- 
ments and/or customary practice. This amount was com- 
prised of balances in the civil defense and education ac- 
counts. 


SURPLUS .... The unappropriated surplus amounted to 


$16,780.12, a decrease of $384.75 for the year. The change 


was occasioned for the most part by appropriations for 
various operating accounts, less the net unexpended de- 
partmental balances lapsed. 


DEBT FUND .... The debt fund, incorporated in the 
balance sheet as a separate fund, reflects the outstanding 
refunding bond of $1,000.00 which matures during 1960. 


TRUST FUNDS .... The total amount of trust fund 
principals was $5,100.00 and unexpended income amounted 
to $457.86 at the year end. These funds are invested in 
U.S. Government Bonds of $1,700.00 and time deposits of 
$3,857.36. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS.... The departmental 
operating accounts showed a decrease of $3,179.95 in funds 
raised by taxation, as compared with the preceding year. 
A smaller appropriation for highways and bridges and a 
larger overlay were the major factors responsible for the 
decrease. : 


The departmental balances carried forward to the en- 
suing year decreased by $732.84, as compared with the 
balances at the start of the year. The change occurred in 
education account balances. 


GENERAL .... The townspeople authorized appropria- 
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tions from surplus, the use of excise tax revenue, and a 
portion of the overlay for various operational purposes. 


Suggestions offered in the previous audit report are 
worthy of further consideration. They related to posting 
of the general ledger and monthly trial balances. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial con- 
cern. Count of cash was made and records checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank 
statements furnished by the depositories or by direct bank 
confirmation. External verifications were utilized, on a test 
basis, to determine the correctness of recorded assets and 
liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well 
as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls 
and canceled checks were examined for a selected period. 


Excise tax collections were verified with copies of the 
receipts retained by the collector. Education account bal- 
ances were reconciled with a report of the Superintendent 
of Schools. Debt and trust fund transactions were reviewed. 
Investments were verified by actual inspection. Surety bond 
coverage was reviewed. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the 
accompanying statements and supporting information 
present fairly the financial position of the town at February 
2, 1960, and the results of its operations for the year then 
ended.
